Two Blows Struck for 220 


The Federal Communications Commission continues to 
consider ways in which the 220-222 MHz band might be 
used for non-amateur communications, while amateurs 
still occupy the segment and In spite of the matter being 
under appeal in federal court. 


Recent FCC proposals have given the League two more 
opportunities to remind the Commission that “action to 
implement the band in the Part 90 rules is premature, and 
subject to reversal by the Court." 


“Bait and switch" is how ARRL General Counsel Christo- 
pher Imlay, N3AKD, referred to land mobile industry 
comments in FCC's PR Docket 89-552, in which it is 
suggested the Commission group the proposed 5 kHz 
voice channels into contiguous blocks of five or ten 
channels, and to permit time division multiple access 
(TDMA) schemes for data transmission. 


In his Reply Comments, Imlay points out that the 25- or 
50-kHz channels proposed by industry for 220-222 MHz 
in the name of “spectrum efficiency” already are available 
in existing land mobile bands. "...the entire rationale for 
the reallocation of the 220-222 MHz band...is now gone... 
It is time that the Commission reevaluated the premises 
which led to the reallocation cf the 220-222 MHz band," 
the League's comments contend. 


“The conclusions in Docket 87-14 were never correct, and 
have been shown...to be untimely.” In PR Docket 89-599, 
FCC in December proposed a “Personal Emergency 
Locator Transmitter System (PELTS) within the 220-222 
MHz band. In comments last March the League pointed 
out: 


* The proposal was premature; 

* Rules compliance would likely to be poor; 

* Few non-amateurs have receivers for those 
frequencies--most scanners don't cover them. 


The League, in its most recent comments on the matter 
(May 4), noted that professional search and rescue or- 
ganizations also saw PELTS as unlikely to be effective, 
especially in light of the ongoing development of satellite 
locating systems and of the burden that would be im- 
posed on users to acquire new equipment. 


ARRL comments again concluded by seeking “no action" 
on the PELTS proposal, particularly in light of the uncer- 
tain status of the actual reallocation of the frequencies in- 
volved.

FCC ENFORCEMENT ACTIONS 


Following several years of complaints by amateurs oper- 
ating in the 40 meter band from the Pacific Northwest, 
FCC has tracked down and fined two amateurs for “will- 
fully interfering” with other amateur radio communica- 
tions. Robert N. Frizzell, W6UCB, of Beatty, Ore., and 
Richard L. Young, W6UGH, of Los Angeles, each were 
fined $1000. 


FCC personnel observed Frizzell and Young “consis- 
tently operating adjacent to the operations of other ama- 
teurs and within the bandpass of state of the art receivers. 
When the affected amateurs moved, these two amateurs 
would follow and operate adjacent to them, again within 
the receiver bandpass of adjacent operators."
